Duplessis Vs. 
Labor Viewed 
By M. Parent 



"Quebec Labour Faces Duples- 
sis" was the subject treated by 
Madeleine Parent, organizer for the 
United Textile Workers of Amer- 
ica, at an open meeting of the 
Student Labour Club held yester- 
day afternoon. / 

Miss Parent, who 'is a McGlII 
graduate, recalled various speak- 
ers she' had heard as a student, 
ahd pointed out that frequently 
students do not have the experience 
to form' an adéquate opinion. She 
said that she did not wish to force 
her opinions on anyone, but asked 
that her audience "listen reflec- 
tively." 

Miss Parent mentioned the 
Jehovah Witness protest at McGill 
with approval, and went on. to say 
that Duplessis has an even greater 
disregard for the 'rigbtt of labour 
than he has for religious freedom. 
She charged that Duplessis makes 
false accusations on those who try 
to help the worker. The Premier's 
cry of "autonomy for the prov* 
Ince" Is heard above the cry of 
freedom for the people. 

The speaker 'referred to the un- 
favorable publicity given by the 
press to such strikes as the one 
she led In 'Valleyfield. The press 
has presented the public with the 
idea that strikes are the result of 
foreign agitators, and that labour Is 
Impetuous and unreasonable. 

Miss Parent' spent most of her 
talk on the manifold difficulties 
placed in the way of unions, and 
the outright support given man- 
agement, as in .the textile strike, by 
the government She went jnto the 
background of the Valleyfield 
strike, and reported the strike itself 
fit great detail.

A special Chopin group will be 
Included in hU program by WItold 
MalcuzynskI, celebrated Polish 
pianist, who is giving a recital at 
the Sir Arthur Currle Memorial 
Gymnasium on Thursday evening, 
January 30. The event Is being of- 
fered by Canadian Concerts and 
Artists as part of their current 
concert series this season. 

Mr. MalcuzynskI has made him- 
self specially famous on this con- 
tinent as a Chopin interpreter 
since he made his North American 
debut in Carnegie Hall, New York, 
more than four years- ago. He en- 
Joys the unique privilege of be- 
ing both Polish and pupil of one 
of the greatest of all Polish pian- 
ists, the late Ignace Jan Paderew- 
ski with whom hé lived and studied 
at the làttèr's villa in. Switzerland. 

The whole Chopin repertory was 
studied with PaderewskI by the 
young pianist during that eventful 
period. Mr.. MalcuzynskI was also

ÉDUCATION 
IN REVIEW 



With the opening of the spring 
scliool graduates are once again 
discovering, that it Is extremely dif- 
ficult to find a college or univer* 
sity with available space. Indica- 
tions arc that the record boom will 
continue during' the coming year 
and probably until the end of this 
decade. 

However, difficult as it Is for the 
veteran or the male student to 
enter college, it is doubly so In the 
case of the women. Thousands of 
adequately prepared women stu- 
dents were unable to find a college 
last falL .The conditions are even 
more cerious today for the poten- 
tial college gril, while next Septem- 
ber It will undoubtedly be worse. 

A survey ot forty typical women's 
and coeducational institutions of 
hlgKer learning, conducted by this 
department,' .discloses . that.' more 
womW lire attending'coUèges than 
ever before in our history. So great 
is the demand for a higher educa- 
tion that large numbers of wonien 
have been deneid entrance solely 
because the institutions arç lover- 
crowded. 

REASONS FOR INCREASE 
. Various reasons have. bee.n ad- 
vanced to explain ' why so . many 
women , are now attending .college 
or are sicking to enter. Many fami- 
lies, for the first time, do not have 
to pay fàr a son's education. The 
Government does that -through . the 
GI Bill.- Tliua -many girls ^are at- 
tending college today.f^hoj^ght 
have been' financially-, unabl^'' to' go 
in the past Moreover, there is an 
upward trend in college enrollment 
in this .country;' this trend applies 
to women as. well as men. 
' Whatever the reason, wonien are 
now flocking' to the classrooms and 
campuses in unprecedented num- 
bers.' Coming at à time when the 
colleges 'are overcrowded and nor- 
mally give preference to men, Es- 
pecially veterans, this rush- to the 
colleges has taxed the institution^ 
to capaciyt As a restilt, a greater 
proportion of .women than men are 
being denied admittance. In fact, 
women may well become the chief 
casualty ol the post-war- educa- 
tional boom. 'While the Veterans 
Administration and other agencies 
h'ave taken up the cudg^ for the 
mcn -atiidents, lew persona have

women. 

Virtually every one of the col- 
legés and universities reached > in 
thi's study reported that they Were 
forced • to turn away more" wpmeii 
than at any time in their history. 
They also indicated that the fall of 
1047 will sec. the overcrowded con- 
ditions grow in intensity, with no 
sign of immediate relief. Many in- 
stitutions are' expanding their 
facilities, but they do not expect 
to 'meet the demands ot both the 
men and women sutdents. 
WOMEN'S COLLEGES ARE 
; SMALL 
'Women's colleges In particular 
find it difficult to expand to any 
great ' extent Being residence in- 
stitutions for the most part, they 
cannot build new dormitories fast 
enough to acconunodate the many 
students who seek admittance. 
Moreover, a large proportion ot the 
women's colleges are comparative- 
ly small, and feel that It is educa- 
tionally sound for them to remain 
that way. 

For example. Mount' Holyoke's 
enrollment this year is 1,180, the 
largest it has ever had;, even so, 
this is barely 100 more than the 
peacetime* registration of 1,004. To 
accommodate the additional stu- 
dents, ' the college ac'quired navy 
douille deckers; now 25 per cent of 
the undergraduates are sharing 
"temporray doubles." 

Similarly, the Texas' Slate Col- 
lege for Women finds Itself januned 
beyond peacetime capacity; 600 
girls were turned 'away this term. 
Present indications ..are not favor- 
able for relleving^tiils condition in 
1947 because^ or the high costs of 
bujlding materials.' To meet the in- 
creased , demand for admittance a 
$4,i95,000 program la planned, al- 
though It will not be available next 
year. "ITie program will Include 
three dormitories, an addition to 
an 'existing one, a central dinmg 
unit two classroom buildings and 
reconstruction. ' 

Not all colleges are able to ex- 
pand their facilities. Typical is Wil- 
son College at Chambersburg, Pa., 
with'a peak resident enrollment of 
452 'girls. This figure represents the 
pre-war high, as Wilson has al- 
ways been filled to the capacity 
of its residence halls. However, 
Wilson turned away more qualified 
wbmeh 'studenU this year than ever 
before, while applications for .1947, 
admission 'are topping last year's 
record-breaking flgtures. Since Wil- 
son is a small college by • choice, 
it' does^not plan any expansion to 
meèt the increased demands for 
entrance.*' ' 

COEDUCATIONAL SCHOOLS 
' tJAMMED 

Coedûcational^.instltùtions likei:. 
wise report an, overwhelming num-v 
ber of women applicants: During 
the war,- with the men* In the ser- 
vice, many campuses became top- 
heaVy with women. Now,- however, 
ttiat condition has changed and the 
pendulum has swung In 'the op- 
posiie direction. The coeducational 
collèges are accepting fewer wo- 
meri - than they did during the war 
or even in normal peace times: the 
men^ . veterans as well, as recent 
high .''sctiool graduates, get the 
priority. , 

During the war years large num- 
bers of women, enrolled nl techni- 
cal and scientific courses. Although 
the natural sciences are stlU popu- 
lar. a definite trend away from this 
area and back to the social studies 
^nd liberal srts i^ shown. A major- 
ity of the colleges and universities 
reached in' this survey indicate that 
the women aré dropping away from 
the technical courses that proved 
so popular a few years ago. 

For example. William Jewell Col- 
lege in Missouri reports a decided 
change in 'tlie type of courses 
chosen 'by ivomen. The social 
sciences ' are now ' far more popular 
than in the past Bryn Mawr finds 
a new interest in the humanities, 
especially in tbè arts. Barnard, like-' 
wise, reports 'a definite trend away 
from the natural sciences, and to- 
ward English and foreign language 



courses. At DePauw University the 
technical and scientific courses are 
not as popular as they were during 
the war. ' ^ 

DIFFERENT COURSES 
[ . PREFERRED 

Smith College, indicative of the 
trend noted elsewhere, finds a les- 
sening of interest in the 'sciences 
and technical courses. .The change 
is most noticable In courses such 
as map-making under the depart- 
ment of geology. Only, five students 
are taking It this year while during 
the war thirty students were In the 
course. In preparation for, immedi- 
ate employment in Washington. 

On the other hand, various insti- 
tutions suggest that the interest 
among women students in the 
scientific courses has . not lagged 
entirely.|i|L«ka ^Erie-yÇpïlçgej finds 
that Vts'^eimnment ^ inlmatheniatics 
and Klence courses Is still heavier 
than before 1941. Similarly, Elmira 
College notes that It has more stu- 
dents taking technical, and science 
courses than before the war, .al- 
though there is a swing toward 
courses in the tine arts, political 
science and sociology. 

However, to those students who 
are completing thelp high school 
courses this February or next June, 
the question of social studies ver- 
sus liai'unl, sciences will not 'be 
the paramount one. Their chief con- 
cern wlU be how to get Into col- 
lege rather than what courses they 
might take after they enter. Many 
will have to forego the college of 
their choice and enter whatever in- 
stitution has** available space. 

It is certain that the well-known 
traditional women's colleges will 
continue to receive -more applica- 
tions than fcver in the past-wlth 
the résuit that morè'eandidatcs will 
be rejected. Pérhafes -'the- educa- 
tional professlbn will become aware 
of the problem of the prospective 
woman college student and ..take 
constructive steps'- to meet her 
needs. . 

IOWA— Reqniremeata ^ 

New entrance requirements and 
a general revision of the entire 
coursç in the University of Iowa's 
College of EnglnceringiWiU go into 
effect next Jiine.' Freshn^en enter- 
ing after June 1 must present 
credits in college algebra, trigono- 
metry,' English composition, speech 
and inorganic chemistry.
